Rings Not Everything 
Probably because they are advar- 
tisecl so much piston rings are about 
as far as many motorists get when 
trying to fathom the cause of loss of 
power and poor oil mileage. True, 
new rings are the right answer to 
worn rings, but much of what passes 
for ring trouble is the result of bad 
valves, worn cylinder walls, bad pis­ 
tons or just poor oil. If, for in­ 
stance, carburetion is way off base 
or the ignition isn’t on the button, 
an engine may accumulate diluent 
at such a rapid rate as to thin down 
the oil. 
New rings won’t compensate for 
a piston that needs re-sizing. They 
w’on’t make up for taper wear on a 
cylinder. They are no remedy for 
worn connecting rod bearings. They 
won't check the effects of too high 
oil pressure. 
Fibs About The Car 
Many of the things that seem to 
happen to the car do not happen to 
it at all. being merely vagaries of the 
speedometer. You think the car is 
quite snappy on a certain day, and 
do not realize that this is due to the 
inability of the speedometer to ad­ 
just itself to temperature changes. 
You remark about the car’s sudden 
tendency to accelerate rapidly, little 
realizing that the speed cup of the 
speedometer is wobbling. 
Many a 
speedometer s speed cup needs re- 
magnetizing, the car actually going 
faster than Is indicated and thus 
being in

shape 
than

speedometer says. Plenty of trouble

Taking A Detour 
Have you ever driven a car that 
developed a sort of rocking motion 
when it is slowing down in gear? 
One reader who noticed this de­ 
cided the trouble was due to some 
irregularity in the braking system. 
He analyzed it as the action you'd 
expect if brake drums were warped 
and he even went to the trouble of 
inspecting the drums. Any good me­ 
chanic could have told him that 
the trouble was in the engine, not 


the brakes, and that it was a bit 
of bucking from too widely gapped 
spark plugs. Our friend made the 
rather common mistake of not de­ 
clutching when slowing down to see 
if the bucking action was independ­ 
ent of the engine.
